ared his armye,, wherewith ia the monthe. of Tune; 1 57. 
ac departed from Lizbong and: came toa porte of Caftzleneere 
the ſircighte of Gibraltare called, el- puerto de Santta eIaria, 
where hec ſtayed: certayne dayes. for the Gallyes and menne 
whiche the Kinge of Caſtile had promiſed to fe ynto him, 
Burt the Kinge of (afte, vndcr pretence thatthe greate Turke, 
- Prepared an Armye fot that yeare, not ;onelye denyed to per- 
forme his promiſe, butalſo (that isfarre woorſe) cauſeda pro- 
clamation to bee:-made and publiſhed thorowoute all Spayne, 
ſubicte to his Iuriſdition , whereby all his ſubieRes were 
commaunded vppon greate pennalties that none of them 
{houlde accompanye Kinge Seba#tian in-that Voyage, where- 
of certayne!ye there can no- other conjecture bee gathered, 
ſauing onely that the king of (af sle by his ynmeſurable ambition 
K& iviatiable deſire to haue dominion, neither coucted norhoped

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for any otherthing then onelythat the yoig printeking Sebaſti- 
an his nephew,for want of ſufficient force,ſhould be ouerthrown 
and come to deſtruction in the fame Iourney,ſo asthereupon the 
ſaid king of (afilemight by that meanc haue oportunity to ioyne 
the kingciome of Portxgall to his kingdome of Caſtieas it came 
to paſle, bh a8 ve NES T10 0805 951 
'Neuertheleſle the ſaide king Sebaſt;an being a prince ofgreate 
magnanimitie, when hee had all thinges in a rcadinefle,and em- 
ployedinfinite expences vponthe furniſhihg of this armie whiche 
was aboue athouſand Saile,determined tg purſue his voyage;and 
ariuedin eFfricaand there landed all hisarmie amounting co a- 
bout fifteene thouſand fighting men ,” Thereupon inthe end hee 
cameintoa plaine-fielde whiche beareth the name of «L{caTar, - 
where the fite day of Augult in the ſame yeare,was fouphta grear 
andterrible battaile betweene him and the enemie, wherein the 
ſaid yong king SebaFian was not anelye ouercome but alſoflaine 
in the field together with Auk Mahumer whoſe parte he tooke, 
at whartitm@neycher did e {lei Afaluco the king thar fought av 
gainſt ctherfiefeape;For hegin the time of the barraile being ficke 
and wearye offitting his horſe, wasremoucd intohis horlelitter

Tohn the third his grandfather by the fathers fide, was veterly ex- 

'X tin:irmuſtfollow of neceſſity (ifcollateral ſucceſſion,take place 
in chis behalfe)chat recourſe muſt be had tothe linage ofthe faid 
/ | | L odewike 
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Lodowike'as ſeconde ſonne-of the aforenamed king Emarnell. 
Whiche Lodovike (as is afore alcaged) had one onelye fonne 
called, Don Anthono, who therefore (his lawfifll' byrthe preſup- 
ſuppoſed) was the onelye lawfull and righthfull ſucceſſor of the 
kinedome.Buritfellfſo oi; that whilehein the ſaid diſcomfiture 
of eAſfrica was taken priſonerand there remained captiue,(how- 
beitynknowne ofthe enemie,) as it was alwaies before that tyme 
vnknowne,yeaand that alſo ro Dor Anthonio himſelfe, thathes 
 wasthelegittimate ſonne ofthe ſaid Lodowthe : Henrythe Cardi- 
nall hisvncle,the fift flue male of King Emanuell,was preferred to 
the kingdom being.thena very old man. within a little while after, 
by a wonderfull meane, orrather by theprouidence of God, the 
fayd Don Anthonio about forty daics after the loſle of the battaile, 
was delivered out of captiutie,andreturned into Portugal, where 
he was with greatioy receaued,not onely by King Henry, but alſo 
by allthe nobilitic and principall gentlemen of the countrey, and 
 moltchiefly and principally by the common people. For hee was 
belouedofall men , as well inreſpe&t of his noble and excellent

of good callinge and approved integritic,that his father Lodowicke 
(as isafore mencioned inthistreatiſe) was ſecretlye married to 
the ſaid /olenta, And howe there were diucrſe credible witneſſes, 
yet, lininge that could teſtifie the trouthe therof, And beſidesthat 
dyucr{e men'of goodcredit & calling, had expreſſed and declazed 
the {ame by theirlaſt willes and teſtamentesfor the diſcharge of 
their conſ{ciences notwithſtanding that it was alwaies keptverye 
ſecretthrough the endeuour ofthe ſaid Lodow ike afiwel jn reſpect 
of thinequallitye of the perſons, as ao for that the publiſhinge 
thereof was not materiall atthat time, for that Dow Anthonio was 
brought yp tebe a Prieſt and Churchman and for that alſo there 
were then many®ther heyres ofthe kingdom that were nearerto 
the Crowne then he. When Dor eHnthonio had receaued the 
ſame aduertiſement,he opened the matterto King Henry his vn- 
cle,and beſought him to youtchſafe the examitation thereof, and

to graunte that hee might produce certaine witneſſes and poofes 
whereby the truth of the matter myght bee founde oute and ma- 
nife{tlye knowne, for the auoydinge of all controuerſics and 
warres which otherwiſe were lyke to ariſe betweene-them who. 
after the death ofthe ſayde Kinge Henry myghte pretende Ty- 
tlerothe kingdome , For ſithe hee was "To onelye. ſonne of 
the ſayde Lodowike ſeconde ſonne of the ſayde Kinge Emanu- 
ell (if his byrth bee prooued to bee legittimate) hee neceſlarilye 
excluded and barred all others thar by tytle of conſanguinitye 
myghte aſpyre or pretende tytle to the ſucceſhon of the king- 
dome, notwi:nſtanding there were anye of the children liuin 
who were beegotren of the daughter Fike ſayde Kynge Ema- 
nuell, which was elder then the fayde LodoWike her her toe, 
almuche as the kingdome of Portugell falleth not by ſucceflion 
| tothe woman nor anye other deſcending of her, 


When Kynge Henrye had vnderſtandinge thereof beeing 

a verye olde manne (as afore is alcaged) and tearing leaſt him- 
ſeife ſhoulde (in caſe Don Anthonio were proued to bee borne 
in lawfull marriage ) bee depriued of his kingdome , he:cons 
ccaued ſo greate indignation thereat, that immediatlye hee 
banniſhed Don eAnthonio, Thirtye myles from his courte, with 
expreſſle commaundemente that hee ſhoulde not pro to 
retourne thither acid his Maicſtye ſhoulde take further orderin 
tharbchalfe . | T hereuppon Don eFnthonis yeilding his obe- 
. dience'to the ſame commaundemente made his repayre to the 
Cytic of Colsmbria being foure andthyrtic myles from Lysbore 
RC $9690 that tyme Kinge Herry kepte his Courte . But yet 
nenerrheleſſe the ſayd Don eAnrchenio lefre at Lisbone , the- 
fayde auntient ſeruaunte of his fathers, from whome hee had 
receaued the fayde aduertiſemente , whoat the ſame tyme was 
in the ſeruice of the ſayde Kiuge Henry and verye faire in his 
 favoure . Tothis man, the fayd Don eArthorio at his de- 
phony from Lisbone , gaue a ſpeciall chargey to ſollycite 
is cauſe to the Kinge in his abſence with all endeuoure and 
diligence. The which the ſame Minifter promiſed with all fi- 
delitye to accompliſhe , and made humbl: peticion to Kinge 
2 | Henry 
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Henry , that with his good fauour and ycence , hee might pro” 
ſecure the affayres of the ſayde Don eAnthonio . Whiche 
the Kinge not onelye graunted, but alſo expreflely commaunded 
him ſo to doe, 

When the ſaid Agent had receaued this aunſwere of the King, 
he required Emanuell Biſhop of e-lmads, then conſeruator of 
the priuileges ofthe order of the Knights of ſaint lohn at T hjſle of 


Melta, compctent Judge, of the ſayde Don Anthonioas prior of 


Crato of the ſame order: To receaue and heare the depoſitions of 
witnefſlesand certain documents and inftruments wherby.the ſaid 


Don Anthonts intendedtovyerific andproue himſelf to be iſſued of 
a lawfull mane :praying the ſayd Biſhop neuerthelefle to keepe 


the matter yery ſecrete leaſt the King by vnderftanding the ſame 
{houlde conceaue ſoine newe diſpleaſure - Whereuppon the 
ſayde Byſhoppe proceeded in the examination of the cauſe. Be- 
fore whome were produced three witneſſes, who perfeRtlye 8& 
with lawfull circumſtaunces depoſed thatthey were preſentat 
the celebration of Marriage berweene the ſayde Lodowrks and 
Tolenta- parentes ofthe ſayd Done Anthonio . Alſo there was 
broughte and produced beefore the fayde conſeruatour, the 
Teſtamentof one Rui Celema, who while hee lived was knowne 
. to bee a verye: honeſt credible man, of approued integritie, 

and was ſcruaunte to DoneAnthonios Father andin good efti- 


mation notonly.with hun but alfo with King Henry. This Rui Ce- 
lema by his teſtament had declaredthathe alwaies vnderſtood &' 


certaynelye knewe, that the ſayde Lodowike Father of Don 
eAnthonio was ſecretlye marrycd to folexta , ſetting downe 
therewithall - diuerſe reaſons whiche ſufficyentlye prooue: the 
ſame, and bycauſe hee was at poynte of death, and for 
that in tyme to.comeir myghte bee cxpediente- and bechbueſull 
to the common wealth of 'the kingdome of - Portzgall to 
knowe that Don eAnthonio was iſſued of a lawfull marryage, 
therefore and for the diſcharpe of his conſcience, hee had 
made true declaration thereof 'in' his ſayde Teſtamente. 


There was alſo exhibiced before the ſayde Byſhop, the :Teſta-- 
ment ofthe ſayd Lodowike wherbyhe ordeined and appointed the 


{aid Don eAntbonio his ſon his only heire, not only inal his goods

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| Patrim oniall, but alſo in certaine pattonall rightes of greateims 
; Portance which were lefte vntothe ſaide Lodowike by the teſta- 
ment ofhis brother Ferdinando and his wite who (as is aforeſaide) 

dyed without children , Further there were produced before the 

layde Biſhop other witneſſes of good calling and credite,who de- 

poſed that King fohn the third of that name, immediatlye afterthe 

death ofthe ſayd Lodowike his brother,gaue vnto Don Anthonis, 

the fignet and Armes. of his father commaunding him'to vie the 

ame frankly and freely withour barre or breach,in as ample man- 

neras his ſayd father had the vſe thereof, as the ſayd Don Anthe- 

nio hath alwaycs fince accordingly done , Vppon the proote of 

all theſe thinges, the ſayd Biſhop taking vnto himiſelfe cerraine 0- 

ther Judges of the ſame order gaue ſentence touching the fame 

matter: wherebyit was pronounced and declared , that the ſayde 

Don Armnthonio was the lawfull ſonne ofthe ſaid Lodowtke and 10-

Alſo when the people of Portugal vnderſtoode the right of ſuc= 
ceflion ofthe kingdom was committed toexamination, and con- 
fderingthemſclues had lawfull power & right to elect & chooſe 
a Kynge forand in default of alawfull heire eaſle deſcending 
directly of the Maſculine line,therefore they exhibired a ſupply- 
cation to king Henry,that his majeſty would voutchſafe to graunt 

\ - themlycencetopropoundeandalleage thierright in that behalfe 

\ and to exhibite a plea which they had made thereof,  contey- 

ning in ſubſtaunce and effecte as Lllowerh : Towit. That the 

people of Portugallhad made and choſen fortheir Kinge , eAl- 

fonſus the furlt Kinge of Portugall, ſonne of Earle Henry, ' Alſo 

thatthe ſame people had depoſed from the adminiſtration and 

gouernement ofthe kingdome,Kinge Sancho, the ſeconde of thar 

name after hee had Reigned by the ſpace of five and/twentye 

_ yeares,and thatthereupon the ſame people commirted the admi- 

niſtratiofand goucrnement of the kingdome to his brother efl- 

fon ſes Earle of Bulloyne whohad marryed e Mawaethe Connteſſe, 

and after the death of Sancho,they electedihe ſame eAlfonſueto 

be their King. Further that the ſame people had eleted & made 

their king, John the firſt of chatname,rthe baſe ſon of King Alfor- 

ſas the fourth, notwithſtanding there remayned liuing two legit- 

timate daughters ofthe fame king Afonſw,Which King fohr,the 

ſame people of Portugall didconfirme in the royall ſeate& main- 

teyned and defended him, againſte foby Kinge of Caſtile alſo the 

| firſt of thatrname whopretended title tothe ſucceſſion ofthe ſaid 

kingdome of Portugall, for and in the ngme ofhis wife eldeſt and 

legittimate daughterof the ſaide King eAfonſas . Whereuppon 

there grew ſharpe warre berweene the ſame two Kinges COncer= 

ning chatmarter ,. wherein the: Kinge of Caſtile in thende was 

ouerthrowne in battayle, aboute a certaine rowne off Portugal 

called eFlztbargita , - 'Morcoucr that the ſame people had IF

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ated their King, Emanuel!the firſt, for that King John the ſecond 
had lefteno iflue male deſcending ofthe righte Maſculyne lyne. 

Laſtlye thatthey had made the ſayde Cardinall Henry their King, 
after the deceaſe ofKinge Sebaſtian who wasſlayne in the bat- 
tayle ofeAffricaleauing no lawfull iffue of his bodyto enioy the 
Crowne, Byall theſe reaſons the ſayde people concluded,that 
theirpowerand righte tomake the ſayde election, was; of farre 
greater force andeffete, thenthe righte andtyrle of fucceſiion 
whereupponthe other pretenders grounded thein ſelues, an 
the ſame people added withall, that by the Lawe, called the 
- mentall Lawe , made by the ſayde Kinge Jehnthe firſte of that

cauſe,” gaue greate rhankes to the: multitude for their readye 
good will and affection'towarde him , defiring them to {rwvon 
and content themſelnes. For hee: was wholy determined to'o= 
bey the kinges commaunciement, in hope that when .his Ma- 
ieltye had better weighed the matrer, hee woulde atthe lalt re- 
uoke the ſame ſentence , whereuppon hauing 7 this meane 
pacifiedthe tumulte and diſmifled thafſemblye z hee depatted: 
rowarde the kingdome' of Cafti/e, and. wemeto theſanie place 
whither bis Agent within a fewedayes heefore was gone, whiche 
was a monaſterie of Franciſcan Fryers diftant one myle from the 
towne of UValentiaof Alcantara. C' | 

When the king of Caſt ze vnderſtoode of Don Anthonioes ban-' 
niſhment out of Portugal, hee ſent” letters forthwith to allGe= 
ucrnours, Maiors, and other highe cfficers of his'towhes, Cal?! 8 
Borowghes and: Villeges bonkerin towarde Porrrugall;roſhene 
vnto him in caſe he reſorted''thitherall mannerof courtehe and 
honorable entertainmente, butyet neverthelefſeto take heede 
and hane ſpeciall regarde ; thirheretourned nomoreinto Portr= 
gall. Uhercupronithe faide Agentvppon aduertilemerite to Him 
thereof giveng required « fpecyaH friende of his then remayning - 
in Pertugelacere-the-confines of {«ftile,, to ſpye oute iti'chole. 
quarters fome#ſecrere/ place farre fromthe common paſſages, 
where Don Anthonie" miiphtſaclye remayne fora certaine ſpace. 
In the meane while when thaeent viiderfioade whar aye Dow!

Within fewe dayes after : letters were brought to the ſaide As 
gent, wherein certaine of Dor Anthonios friendes wrote, thatir 
was not conuenient for Dox Anthonioto abſent himſelfe far from 
the Court,leaſt after King Herryes death (who was verye hickelye 
and full of infirmities) the people ſhoulde bee mooued to chooſe 
the Duke of Bergantie for Kinge . For as touching the Kinge of 
Ceftile hee was to bee feared in no reſpeRte ſauing onelyethinua- 
fion of the Realme by force and violence, further forasmuche as 
King Henry had: in all places appointedſpycs, and likewiſe ther 
Duke of Bergentia, andthe Kinge of (aftiles Ambaſladours, who 
made dilligent ſearche whether Don eAnthonio ſtayed ſecretlye

thonys, not withoute greate daunger to bee knowne and intrap=

Aboutethe ſame time or ſhortlye-after, the Kinge of Caſtils 
ſent a gentleman of good calling to the ſayde Agent, to the 
monaſterye where hee remayned,'requiring him to cxhorte Dew 
eAnthenio, to compounde with him touchinge the controucrſie 
thatwas lyke toatyle beetweene them aboute the' ſucceſſion of 
the kingdome, and for the better bringing to paſſe thereof, the '
